First hurdle in: the campaign to 
raise $500,000 for the new Univer- 
sity at Boca Raton was cleared to- 
day, it is reported by C, Roberi 
Burns, campaign chairman. 

R. D. (Dick) Hill, West "Palm 
Beach, chairman of the memorial 
and special gifts division, and 
William H. Hallman, Boca Raton 
area chairman, reported ‘that '4 
total of $98,225 in cash gifts and 
pledges had been made to date. It is 
anticipated that additional. cash 
Bifts to bring the total of funds on 
hand to $87,000 will be made by 
February 15. 

This means, Burns said that the 
way will. then be clear for archi- 
tects to draw up the final working 
Plans for actual construction of the 
first buildings on , the 1,000-acre 
campus in Boca Raton. 

"This total, however," Burns 
pointed out, “is only one-fifth of 
the amount needed to open -the 
University on schedule in Septem- 
ber of 1964 thus avoiding a possible 
two-year delay, 

“Between now and the end of 
March we need funds to pay sal- 
aries to a University president, a 
minimum corps of faculty and ad- 
ministrative personnel, and secro- 
taríal staff,” he said. ; 

Burns immediately dispatched a 
report to Governor Farris Bryant. 
It was at the Governor's request 
that thé campaign for public sub- 
scriptions, for the University was 
launched. ‘ 

In his telegram to the Governor, 
Burns predicted, “The people of the 
Boca Raton area alone wil con- 
tribute at least $150,000 to the now 
University. We have every confi- 
dence. that other residents of the

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The farm people up in Pennsyl- 
vania are not missing any bets. 


Latest story from the Keystone 
state is indicative of how progres- 
‘sive educational, research and pro- 
ducer forces have joined up to ‘put 
farming operations on a more prof- 
itable basis: 

As reported by the agricultural 
agent in Montgomery county, 
Penn State's electronic brain was 


, utilized for linear programming— 


a “mathematical method of maxim- 
izing farm income.” To demon- 
strate the effectiveness of the new 
idea, two family-operated -dairy 
farms were used. 

Scores of details ori the farming 
operations were assembled — size, 
soil fertility, labor limitations, 
amount of capital, extent of credit, 
production per cow, feed costs, price 
of milk, etc. These and many other 
facts were fed into the electronic 
brain. 

According. to the agent's report 


of the experiments, ,the device 
flashed, calculated, punched and 
out came the details of possible 
profitable farm org ation. To 
an expérienced dairyman it might 


not be surprising to learn that the 
basic answer in both cases indicat- 
ed the most profit would be made 
by milking a large number of high 


producing dairy cows. 

An interesting sidelight, how 
ever,.is that in both instances low- 
profit poultry operations were 


dropped so that the owner's efforts 
could be concentrated on improving 
the dairy end of the business. 

wc 4$ s 

Turkey raising was dropped on 
farm A and cow numbers were 
gradually increased from 50 to 96. 
Use of 125 acres of cropland was 
adjusted, the large turkey pen was 
converted to a loafing area for 
cows, silage storage was added and 
grain was purchased for feed. The 
results were a sféctacular increase 
in farm income with slightly less 
family labor and no additional hir- 
ed help: 

Appplication of the electronic 
brain's answer to farm B resulted 
in dropping à broiler raising opera- 
tion, remodeling a 150-year-old 
barn to house 60 instead of 40 cows 
and using additional land for high 
producing silage crops. 

"The need.for effective farm 
management programs is acute in 
our county which borders Phila-

Then he adds the real clincher: 
“These facts necessitate topnotch 
management." 

So. when you cóme right down to 
the bedrock of profitable farm ope- 
ration, “topnotch managément" is 
the answer and you don't need an 


electronic brain to figure that onej 


out. It's the use of electronics to 
guide a. progressive, intelligent 
farm manager that is interesting 
in the report from Pennsylvania. 
And I wouldn't be surprised to see 
this idea expanded greatly where 
such equipment is available to pro- 
vide help to agriculture.

Industry is putting electronics 
to work in every conceivable fash- 
ion. Out in Washington state a 
packing equipment company is 
demonstrating a newly developed 
electronic "eyes", color readings 
are taken and averaged by the 
mechanism. Low color (for culls), 
fancy color and extra fancy color 
fruit is separated and the packing 
house can turn out 4500 to 5500 
boxes.of carefully sorted fruit in a 
[T hour shift. 5 

In Florida the citrus industry has 
been told by a manufacturer it has 
| developed an electronic device to 
|éetermine the juice and soluble 
Solids contents of oranges without 
| destroying the fruit. It claims the 
device is small enough to take into 
a grove for a field test of interval 
| fruit quality. 

If such a device_really delivers 
the goods, it could go far in pre- 
| venting heavy “dumping” ‘of early 
season fruit that has failed to meet 
inspection requirements in the past 
after it had reached the packing 
house. There would be little excuse 


|for picking citrus too early if an 
|electronic tester could give a re- 


| liable report as to its condition.

Paul B. Dickman Farms at 
Ruskin, Florida, gets à two-page 
spread in Produce Marketing mag- 
azine, for its success in pioneéring 
the quick movement of “consumer- 
Unit" packaged vegetables. from 
farm to retail market. 

Dickman's operation sends four 
refrigerated trucks twice weekly 
to about 300 stores within a 100- 
mile radius delivering vegetables 
which were ‚picked and packaged 
the day before. That's what you'd 
call "farm fresh." 

Dickman's success is another 
example of utilizing research to de- 
velop the highest possible effici- 
ency. Soon after he started the 
present operation, his packing 
house was headquarters for U. S. 
Department of Agriculture and 
| Florida Experiment Station spec- 
ialists who spent two years there 
researching practically every 
facet of packaging.
